After the Recall 


NOW THAT THE VOTES HAVE BEEN TALLIED AND 
CLAIRE SYRETT HAS BEEN VOTED OFF THE EUGENE 
CITY COUNCIL, DO LIES MATTER ANYMORE? 


he votes are in, and Claire Syrett’s days on the Eugene City Coun- 
cil may be over by the time you read this, but the misleading recall 
campaign against her raises important legal, political and moral 
issues about our local political landscape — especially because the 
leaders of the recall campaign have said publicly they want to recall 
other local officials as well. 

Oregon’s Corrupt Practices Act forbids any person to publish or 
circulate any statement “with knowledge or with reckless disregard” that the infor- 
mation contains “a false statement of material fact relating to any candidate, politi- 
cal committee or measure.” This is the law that Syrett relied on in the lawsuit she filed 
against the recall petitioners and some of their supporters. 

As of this writing, it appeared that Syrett may drop the suit because the defen- 
dants planned to file a motion that would make her responsible for their legal fees 
if she loses. That is unfortunate because the merits of the issues involved in the suit 
deserve more attention.

Her court filing alleged that the recall petitioners and campaign included at least four 
separate lies in the official recall petition and statement that appeared on the ballot, 
and that at least some of the petition circulators also misrepresented the effect of the 
recall while collecting the signatures needed to trigger the special election. 

At the heart of the case is the fact that the recall proponents stated repeatedly, in their 
official paperwork filed with the city and in other public statements, that Syrett’s vote to 
advance the MovingAhead transportation project in March will result in removing two 
lanes of auto traffic from the current five lanes on River Road to make room for EmX. 

In fact, none of the projects included in MovingAhead has had final approval. That 
won’t happen until after the plans are further refined, and there will be numerous addi- 
tional opportunities for public input before any final votes are taken by the Lane Tran- 
sit District Board and City Council. And, by the way, only one member of City Council, 
Mike Clark, voted against taking the planning to the next stage. 

The recall petitioners also claimed that Syrett supported extending EmX service 
to River Road “despite the fact that taxes will need to increase to support operations 
and maintenance” for the system. In fact, adding EmX to River Road won’t happen 
unless state and federal funds are adequate to cover the vast majority of the construc- 
tion costs. LTD’s operations and maintenance are funded through LTD’s payroll tax, 
and no one knows whether the current tax level will be adequate to cover those costs. 

At atime when Donald Trump’s “big lies” about the 2020 election and many other 
topics are repeated ad nauseam, it may seem naive to argue that in Oregon we should 
actually expect those trying to remove someone from local or state office to tell voters 
the truth. But at the federal level, there is no equivalent of Oregon’s Corrupt Practices 
Act, which was enacted more than a century ago. 

It is not acoincidence that Oregon elections have been relatively clean compared to 
just about anywhere else in the country — thanks to our Corrupt Practices Act. Sure, 
we often see hyperbolic attacks in closely fought elections here. However, at least until 
now, we’ve rarely seen campaigns built on lies. 

This may be the latest signal that Oregon’s politics are becoming just as dysfunc- 
tional as the federal election system. However, the Oregon Corrupt Practices Act still 
may have some life in it. Any person who knowingly includes a false statement in a 
recall petition commits a crime, which can be subject to prosecution by the attorney 
general or to a fine imposed by the secretary of state. 

Attorney General Ellen Rosenblum and Secretary of State Shemia Fagan, are you 
out there? Even if none of that happens in this case, it’s good to know those laws are 
still on the books if Oregon political campaigns get even worse.

A CRESWELL GROWER’S 
GREENHOUSE HAS AN 
ELABORATE FAN SYSTEM TO 
GROW PESTICIDE-FREE WEED

ff a major road leading to Creswell, 
camouflaged in a world of ranch houses 
and ruralagriculture land, is a tall nonde- 
script building. Driving by, it could 
appear to be a barn, a garage or some 
dormitory for a cult. 
But the last thing you’d imagine is an 
elaborate greenhouse that could shake the cannabis world. 

On the rural Lane County property, owners of Creswell 
Organics, Trent Hancock and Shayney Norick, are following 
methods pioneered by Eugene growers of the’90s. Rather 
than relying on a chemical approach, Hancock says he’s 
adopted ventilation techniques that have been passed 
down and that he’s improved upon to mimic mountain- 
like climates where weed naturally grows best, so he can 
avoid pest management and pesticides. 

The greenhouse yields enough cannabis to keep a retail 
dispensary stocked with what’s called flower (the bud that 
is typically smoked). And the company’s goal is to open 
dispensaries whose stock is filled by its own grow site. 

Creswell Organics’s growing methods produce weed 
that isn't harsh and can be smoked all day, Hancock says. 
It’s akind of flavorful weed that he says is similar to what 
was grown in Eugene 30 years ago, which made him fallin 
love with the plant. “They’re the reason I love cannabis,” 
Hancock says of the growers of the time. “Because when 
Iwas akid, | was smoking their bud, and we were smoking 
bud that tasted like blueberry and strawberries.” 

Hancock, a member of the Lakota tribe, grew up in 
Portland as wellas on the Pine Ridge Reservation in South 
Dakota. But Hancock says he was inspired by Eugene 
weed growers, who he says grew the best cannabis in the 
Pacific Northwest. “They were bringing so much dank 
bud to Portland,” he says. “They’re what made Portland 
seem legendary because people bought their weed in 
Portland, but the main suppliers of the high quality weed 
were coming out of Eugene.” 

Eugene was home to innovators like DJ Short, who 
would go on to discover the weed strain “DJ Short Blue- 
berry.” If weed were a religion, Hancock adds, Eugene 
would be its mecca. 

Since the 90s the weed industry has turned to more 
science-informed approaches, Hancock says, with more 
growers calling themselves “master growers” to get 
investment money. He dismisses the use of such titles 
for himself and for most growers, maintaining reverence 
for the growers who inspired him decades ago. But he’s 
etching his own pathway in the cannabis industry at his 
Creswell property using techniques he learned from his 
inspirations. 

Weed growing at its most basic happens in rooms or 
closets, acommon setup when cannabis was prohibited. 
Whether a plant is in a closet or a full room, he says that 
the space is usually sealed up to avoid getting busted 
from the scent, but that doesn’t create any air exchange, 
creating the likelihood of a spoiled product. 

“Fresh air is one of the biggest cleaners,” he adds. “When 
you seal your room up, you’re inviting mold because the 
moisture from your pots starts building up in the room.” 
That then creates bug problems, leads to pesticides and 
the plant can be sittingin a space filled with up to five-times 
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the amount of carbon dioxide found in nature, he says. 

But inside Creswell Organics’s unorthodox greenhouse, 
Hancock uses a sophisticated system of fans that create 
an air exchange more advanced than most growers use. 

The air exchange technology was an idea that he says 
he had worked with his father in developing. Being involved 
with cannabis during prohibition, Hancock says he and his 
more strait-laced father had grown apart. His father was a 
U.S. Navy Seabee, aconstruction-oriented battalion of the 
military branch, and a firefighter. The two reconciled and 
his father helped him develop the automated air system. 

Inside the grow room, plants sit underneath heat lamps 
that are hot enough to burn human skin right off, he says. 
To keep the room at 78 degrees Fahrenheit despite the 
heat radiating from the lamps requires a complex layout 
of pipes that could inspire a Super Mario Bros. video game 
level. The pipes serve to exchange air throughout the day, 
not only to keep the temperature steady but also push 
cold air during the night to kill bugs and pests. 

Hancock says he’s been working on this concept for 
years and really began diving into it eight years ago while 
working at a grow site in Montana. The concept behind it 
is having a grow site that creates a climate of an ideal day 
for humans, which is what plants want, too. “It’s working 
with nature, not against it. And simulating nature as best 
as possible in the environment,” he says. 

Some of the best weed — suchas the Kush strain, whose 
origins are from mountains on the South Asian subconti- 
nent — is grown on mountaintops, he says. Through this 
air exchange, his facility can mimic that climate to grow 
pesticide-free weed. 

“If you notice in the mountains, you'll have less bugs 
because the cold temperature drops at night interfere 
with their reproductive cycle,” he says. “I'm using temper- 
ature algorithms and very high volumes of air to prevent 
bugs and mold.” 

In this case, mimicking nature indoors is better than 
growing outdoors in Oregon. He says he knows of several 
farmers in southern Oregon who are leaving the state 
because there isn’t consumer interest in outdoor-grown 
weed. And farms are also at a disadvantage in Oregon. One 
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reason is because of the long days in summer, which he says 
some farmers try to use light deprivation techniques, such 
as placing a tarp over crops. That invites mold and bugs, 
which in turn leads to farmers using pesticides, he adds. 

Pesticides are found in just about every agricultural 
product, and that includes cannabis. Oregon has alist of 
more than 500 approved pesticides, insecticides, herbi- 
cides and fungicides. 

The use of pesticides in weed isn’t a new debate. A 
2020 study published in the Annals of Work Exposures 
and Health academic journal found that from 2016 to 
2017, both recreational and medicinal cannabis samples 
contained high levels of residual pesticides and pesticides 
not legally allowed on products. 

Lane County’s state-licensed cannabis testing company 
OG Analytical closed in 2017 after Eugene Weekly published 
an article in 2016 that antifa groups had reported that its 
owners were white supremacists. 

The use of pesticides in weed is a big concern for 
Hancock. He says pesticide-treated weed ends up in 
products sold in dispensaries, and when smokers take a 
hit of it, the chemicals and the smoke hit the bloodstream, 
and that can be unhealthy for consumers who are using 
cannabis for medical purposes. 

But he and his partner Norick are looking at next 
steps that could provide clean, pesticide-free weed for 
consumers, as well as allow their business to stay healthy 
inaturbulent industry. The Creswell grow site produces 
about 70 pounds every two months, he says, which is the 
right amount to keep a dispensary stocked. And that’s 
the next step for Hancock and Norick. 

Hancock says they’re looking to buy a dispensary, 
possibly in Bend. That will give them a company that’s 
vertically integrated — one that owns a grow site and 
stocks its dispensaries with its own flower. 

“Think of it like a brewery that has its own retail location 
where you can only get beer from there,” Hancock says. 
“That's basically what our model is gonna be through- 
out Oregon.” =

PROVIDING OTHER FARMERS WITH HIGH QUALITY PLANTS By Henry Houston 


flock of birds glides across the late after- 
noon sky asa gentle breeze blows through 
a tall stand of cannabis plants that are 
filled with thick nuggets. 

“What ashot,” Joshua Stroud remarks 
on the scene. Stroud is co-owner of Conscious Cultiva- 
tors, an outdoor cannabis farm in Harrisburg. 

Inan industry where Stroud says growers are focused 
on what the next hyped-up, high-THC weed is, Conscious 
Cultivators is invested in preserving historic weed strains. 
The farm has some cannabis plants whose lineage draws 
back to Humboldt grows of the’80s and some of Eugene’s 
classic weed of the 90s. 

One of the company’s goals is to work on cannabis 
genetics to not only establish some of the weed strains 
as intellectual property but also to offer local farms 
unique plants that can help other growers combat the 
corporatization of the industry. 

Conscious Cultivators is co-owned by Stroud and his 
wife, Angela Howard-Stroud, and he says that Howard- 
Stroud is one of the few Black women who’s an owner of 
a cannabis breeding company. 

Howard-Stroud, a veteran of the industry, is part of what 
inspires the company’s mission of developing genetics. She 
was recently diagnosed with multiple sclerosis, Stroud says. 
According to the National MS Society, the disease impacts 
the brain, spinal cord and optics, all of which makes up the 
nervous system. It’s a disease with symptoms that include 
numbness, fatigue, paralysis, pain and other issues. 

As the company researches and develops cannabis 
genetics, he says he works with his wife to find strains 
that can help her manage MS. “We all know that canna- 
bis has different cures,” Stroud says. “Think about what 
if we got the cure on us?” 

Walking through Conscious Cultivators’ farm in Harris- 
burg, in land that was once the town’s airport, he’s eager 
to squeeze the buds on weed plants, discharging ascent. 
Each strain at the farm really does live up to its name, 
whether it’s blackberry, licorice or mac ‘n’ cheese. 

Most of the plants on the farm have lineage to the 80s 
and ’90s. Stroud says growers who were active during 
that period gave him their seeds because they respect 
his dedication to cannabis. “They said, ‘Hey, you under- 
stand what we’re trying to do with this, and we see that 
you’re going to keep this pure,” he adds. 
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One of the weed strains that may have the longest 
lineage in his farm is the Mazari Hash Plant. He says the 
strain was given to him by a longtime cannabis grower 
whose father used to bring hash from Afghanistan, where 
it was a native plant for years (referred by growers as 
“landraced”), inthe ’60s and sell it to Santa Cruz surfers. 

“It’s probably in its 50th generation, not to mention 
it was landraced back in Afghanistan before and now 
bred for hash production,” he adds. 

What Stroud means about having a strain around 
for generations is that he keeps the cannabis variant 
from becoming a hybrid, mixing with another strain or 
altering its genetics. In other words, keeping the plant 
inbred, he says. 

These classic strains that Conscious Cultivators grow 
produce full, thick buds, such as its Jimi Haze, a take on 
the Purple Haze variant that inspired Jimi Hendrix’s 
famous song back in the late 60s. Stroud compares that 
plant to the one next to it, Wedding Cake, which has thin 
and elongated buds. 

Strains like Wedding Cake, Stroud says, are popular 
with smokers obsessed with high THC content. These 
variants typically have nearly 30 percent THC levels, he 
adds, where the Jimi Haze has about 22 percent. But he 
says not to dismiss lower THC weed. It has what’s called 
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“entourage effect,” when various cannabis compounds, 
such as terpenes, are consumed along with THC and 
makes the high stronger. 

The higher THC weed gets attention on social media 
accounts and rappers, Stroud says, but Conscious Culti- 
vators is dedicated to advocating for weed with more 
depth. “Educating the consumers to appreciate the 
diversity, the terpenes and the cleanness of the plant 
is more important than any THC score you could ever 
get,” he adds. 

Although Conscious Cultivators is dedicated to 
preserving weed variants of yesterday, the company is 
also trying to meet consumers halfway where hype strains 
meet legacy ones. Stroud points toa plant called Purple 
Hash Dog that is a hybrid of the Chemdog strain created 
in the ’90s by legendary grower Greg Krzanowski and the 
Mazuri Hash Plant. “I'm trying to use those old school, 
authentic genetics — legacy genetics — to actually be the 
new hype strain,” he says. 

Conscious Cultivators sells some of its clones (cuttings 
from a live plant) to other farmers in the state, most of 
which are mom and pop ventures, Stroud says. But there 
are some agreements that have to happen first, such as 
aligning growing philosophies with Conscious Cultiva- 
tors. The Harrisburg grow site doesn’t use pesticides, he 
says, and it uses a proprietary soil blend — all of which is 
sourced from sustainable materials. 

The cannabis genetics market, including the selling of 
clones and seeds, is an untapped segment of the industry, 
Stroud says. Being able to sell cannabis genetics materi- 
als, though, takes time, he adds. It often takes him several 
years of research and development to have something 
ready for the market. But he says he has hundreds of 
strains ready for market, all of which could help mom 
and pop growers in Oregon compete with corporate 
farms flooding the market with cannabis. Rather than 
compete against cheap weed, these farms can provide 
dispensaries with a unique product. 

“I feel I got the solution,” Stroud says. “I have enough 
strains in our nursery to give every farm in Oregon two 
oftheir own proprietary genetics, like everyone can have 
their own specific one.” =

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THE ob PRICES OF WEED, CORPORATIONS AND FEDERAL BANKING 
RESTRICTIONS ARE JEOPARDIZING THE STATE’S LEGAL WEED

o say there’s a lot of weed in the Oregon 
market right now is an understatement. 
With about five million pounds of canna- 
bis grown in 2021, that’s enough for every 
person — and child — to have their own 1.25 
pounds of weed, according to Dan Isaacson, co-owner of 
the cannabis company One Gro, which grows and pack- 
ages bulk products for consumers. 

This isn’t the first time that Oregon’s weed industry has 
had an over abundance of cannabis. With so much canna- 
bis on the market right now, growers are struggling to stay 
open with small profit margins and a strict tax system. 
And some of the state’s locally owned dispensaries are 
feeling the effect of low-priced weed in combination with 
consumers surviving a sluggish economy. 

Federal lawmakers could ease some of these issues, 
such as allowing interstate commerce and banking. But 
Isaacson says time is running out. “You have a market 
that is imploding at the moment,” he says. 

Outdoor-grown cannabis sells for about $100 a pound 
ona good day right now, Isaacson says. It costs about $70 
to growit, before taxes. And taxes are where the costs add 
up for farmers, he says. 

In 1982, Congress passed the 280E tax code as a way 
to crack down on taxpayers, citing business expenses in 
trafficking controlled substances — such as weed. The 


law was meant to target drug dealers, according to a 2021 
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report by Congressional Research Service, anonpartisan 
service that operates within the U.S. Library of Congress. 

Because of that bill, Isaacson says cannabis growers 
can’t write off business expenses like any other agricultural 
entity. “A farm has tons of fertilizer, and I’ve got labor, I’ve 
got netting, I’ve got rent,” he says. “So as a farmer, I have 
a ton of things to write off.” 

The last time that Oregon’s growers produced too much 
cannabis, retailers weren’t hit as hard, Isaacson says, but 
this time, things are different with an economy on the brink 
of a recession and high inflation, where consumers are 
exercising caution with their budgets, affecting retailers. 

Janice Grossman, chief of operations at Oregon’s 
Green Rush dispensary in north Eugene, says the whole 
cannabis industry is failing. The Eugene cannabis market 
has more corporate dispensaries than ever, and many of 
those companies can afford to have their own grow sites 
and set lower prices, she says. “Instead of arace to survive, 
it’s arace to the bottom,” she says. 

Grossman says her dispensary sells cannabis products 
sourced from local grow sites, many of whom are smaller 
enterprises than the corporate farms. The quality of 
those products may be better than the corporate-owned 
dispensaries, but they are more expensive. 

If locally owned grow sites and dispensaries close, 
Grossman says corporate-owned businesses will increase 
the weed prices. “The reason why they’re driving prices 
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down is to cut us out and swallow us up,” Grossman says. 
“What’s going to happen is that prices are going to go sky 
high because they achieved the goal of getting rid of us.” 

The state of Oregon could take action to save canna- 
bis businesses. 

Grossman says that the Oregon Liquor and Cannabis 
Commission could exercise more judgment in granting 
dispensary permits, so it doesn’t overwhelm communities. 

According to permit data provided by OLCC, the 
number of permits has continued to increase since 2016. 
For retailers, in 2017 there were 488 and as of September 
2022, there are 812. OLCC spokesperson Mark Pettigrew 
says that cities and counties have had the opportunity to 
opt-out of recreational marijuana but cannot selectively 
decide who can and where one can be opened. 

Grossman says the federal prohibition on cannabis 
makes banking more expensive for dispensaries and 
growers. The few banks and credit unions that cannabis 
businesses can work with take out a significant percent- 
age, she adds. 

Sen. Jeff Merkley is still working to pass the SAFE Bank- 
ing Act and says the Senate is closer to passing the bill. 
Merkley says the bill would end the cash-only economy 
of the cannabis industry and should have more support 
based on how many states have legalized weed. 

“We should have 74 sponsors because we have 37 
states that have a cash economy that’s good for money 
laundering and organized crime and robberies,” he said 
inarecent visit to EW. “This whole way of banning banks 
in cannabis is crazy.” 

Cannabis growers will have to wait on interstate trade. 
Although Gov. Kate Brown signed Senate Bill 582 in 2021, 
the federal government has to allow such commerce to 
occur. But if it does act, Isaacson says Oregon’s weed 
would be popular in other states with its remarkable 
terroir and climate. 

“You could supply cannabis to every legalized state,” 
Isaacson says. “Given where it’s coming from, it will be 
higher sought than anything else grown domestically.” m 
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Folk, jazz, bluegrass and blues music will fill the air 
this weekend in Sisters — the tiny picturesque commu- 
nity not far from Bend in Deschutes County — for the 
Sisters Folk Festival.

Also, 
there’s Doreen’s Jazz New Orleans, fronted by noted 
clarinetist Doreen Ketchans. “She doesn’t travel much, 


but she’s incredible,” Pilh says. “She’s a world-class musi- 
cian and clarinetist.” Alasdair Fraser and Natalie Hass (a 
Scottish fiddle and cello duo) performs Saturday, then 
travels to Eugene for a performance Oct. 2 at The Shedd. 
The Nashville-based Lindsay Lou and the Colorado- 
based four-woman super group Big Richard also are on 
the lineup card. After taking 2020 off because of the 
pandemic, Pihl notes that Sisters Folk Festival returned 
in 2021 in a scaled-down form, but it is now fully back. 

The 25th annual Sisters Folk Festival starts at 6 pm 
Friday, Sept. 30, and runs through 4:30 pm Sunday, Oct. 
2.at seven venues in Sisters. Friday and Saturday’s passes 
are sold out, but Sunday and three-day passes are still 
available. Ticket and lineup information is at Sisters- 
FolkFestival.org. — Dan Buckwalter

42-year-old dad here. I’ve been married for 12 years, and my marriage has been some- 
what turbulent. But after some affairs — one where my wife screwed my best friend 
— and therapy, we reconnected, righted ourselves, and started a wonderful family. We 
both identify as bisexual now, and we are ethically non-monogamous. My question is this: 
my wife never seeks out other lovers, but | often do. She thinks looking for sex on apps 
is gross and won't try it. She did recently suggest we become poly — that we date oth- 
er couples together — only to shut that down after one date with another couple. She 
also kind of slut-shames me when | ask permission to hook up or date someone else. She 
wants to be open in theory, but she seems to be against it in practice. We communicate 
well and she continues to give me permission (but always after shaming me), and I check 
in regularly only to have her act annoyed when | inform her of each new adventure. | am 
not sure what to do. — Often Practicing Ethical Non-monogamy 

Has it occurred to you that maybe... just maybe... your wife doesn’t wanna hear about each 
and every one of your adventures? Or any of them? | mean, it seems clear to me she doesn’t 
want to hear about them. It’s all right there in your letter: your wife doesn’t enjoy discussing 
your dates, your hookups, your adventures, etc., and yet you persist in asking her and telling her. 

You mention “some affairs” earlier in your marriage, OPEN, back before you came out 
to each other as bisexual and opened your relationship. But you only share the details of 
‘one: your wife fucked your best friend. That had to hurt. I’m glad you two got into therapy, 
managed to work through the fallout, got to a better place, and decided to start a family to- 
gether. But | feel like | don’t have all the relevant information here — like whose idea opening 
up was (yours?) and your wife’s state of mind when she agreed (guilt-racked?) — which means 
Ihave no choice but to speculate... 

You've been married 12 years, you started a family sometime after that turbulent period, 
which means your kid or kids are still young and may be very young. Your wife could be inter- 
ested in other sex partners but lacks the energy for them right now, seeing as she’s doing... 
judging from your letter... way more than her fair share of the parenting. | mean, if you're 
constantly running off on dates and hookups and having adventures and leaving her home 
alone with the kid(s), it’s possible that your wife is annoyed with you and you're reading her 
annoyance as slut-shaming. 

And if you proposed opening up the relationship and she agreed to it — after she fucked 
your best friend — maybe she doesn’t feel free to say no when you ask for permission to fuck 
someone else, which could also leave your wife annoyed. Annoyance that, again, you could be 
reading as slut-shaming. 

At any rate, OPEN, if | were married to someone who agreed to open the relationship but 
who seemed annoyed or upset or slut-shamed me whenever | asked for their OK to go fuck 
someone else, | would have a few questions for my spouse: Do they want an open relationship at 
all? Did they ever? Do they still? And if they did and still do, would they prefer a DADT (“don’t 
ask, don’t tell”) arrangement over a TMFE (“tell me fucking everything”) arrangement? 

| think a few check-in/check-up sessions with your couples’ counselor are in order here. 
Maybe your wife’s feelings have changed, after having a kid (or kids). Or maybe your wife — 
cheater though she was — would prefer a monogamous relationship after all. Or, hey, maybe 
your wife is happy for you to fuck other people but would like to see — at least while your kids 
are young — you dial back your adventuring and dial up your dadding. 

But I can only speculate. Your wife knows. Ask her.
